RE:   REPORT  ON  THE  FY  "87  AND  FY  "88  DISBURSEMENTS   OF   THE   STATE'S   DISTRICT 
COURT  REIMBURSEMENT  PROGRAM 


The  49th  Legislature  redefined  and  expanded  the  state's  fiscal  assumption  of 
certain  expenses  associated  with  criminal  proceedings  in  Montana's  District 
Courts.  Enacted  by  the  passage  of  Senate  Bills  25  and  142,  during  the  regular 
session  of  the  1985  Legislature,  this  program  was  transferred  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  from  the  Supreme  Court  by  legislation  in  the  June 
28,1985,  Special  Session.  The  50th  Legislature  made  the  following  two  minor 
modifications  to  the  original  program:  1.)  SB  200  -  Modified  the  method  of 
calculating  vehicle  licensing  fees  and  retained  a  portion  of  said  revenue  to 
fund  this  program;  and  2.)  added  the  eligibility  for  any  year  end  revenue 
balance  from  this  program  to  be  distributed  to  counties  under  the  Court 
Grant-In-Aid   Program. 

The  following  report  reflects  the  disbursements  made  by  this  program  during 
Fiscal  Years  "87  and  "88.  The  reader  should  note  that  this  program  is  a 
statutorily  defined  reimbursement  program  and  is  not  a  cost  managing  or  a 
judicial  policy  directing  program.  The  Department  believes  that  it  has 
operated  this  program  within  the  strict  parameters  of  the  enabling  statutes. 
The  information  contained  herein  only  reflects  the  criminal  court  costs 
reimbursed  by  type  and  location  -  it  does  not  reflect  any  correlation  of  the 
types  of  court  activity,  complexity  of  trials  or  number  of  cases.  As  such, 
the  reader  is  cautioned  about  drawing  any  conclusions  about  certain  court 
costs  singularly  from  this  report's  statistical  presentation. 

The  Department  commends  the  County  Commissioners,  the  District  Court  Judges, 
the  Clerks  of  Court  and  the  Clerk,  and  Recorders  for  their  cooperation  and 
assistance  in  making  these  beginning  years  positive  and  successful.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  the  information  contained  in  this  report  is  useful  to  all 
those  interested  in  this  program. 


AN  EQUAL  OPPORTUNITY  EMPLOYER 
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HISTORY: 

The  proqram,  enacted  by  the  passage  of  Senate  Bills  2^>  and 
142  during  the  regular  session  of  the  1985  Legislature,  created 
an  expanded  state  assumption  of  certain  expenses  associated  with 
criminal  proceedings  in  Montana's  District  Courts-  An  amendment 
to  Senate  Bill  1  during  the  June  28,  1985  Special  Session  of  the 
Legislature  transferred  the  administration  of  this  reimbursement 
program  from  the  State  Supreme  Court  to  the  Montana  Department 
of  Commerce. 

OVERVIEW: 

The  District  Court  Criminal  Reimbursement  Program,  as 
defined  by  section  3-5-901,  MCA,  covers  the  eligible  expenses  in 
the  following  five  categories: 

*A  percentage  of  Court  Reporters  salaries 

*The  cost  of  transcripts  of  eligible  criminal  proceedings 
*Psychiatric  examinations  m  criminal  proceedings 
♦Witness  and  jury  expenses  of  criminal  proceedings 
♦Indigent  defense  expenses  of  criminal  proceedings 

The  enabling  statute  for  this  program  also  directs  the 
Department  of  Commerce  to: 

*  .  .  .  "establa.sh  procedures   for  the  disbursement  of  funds  for 

district  court  expenses  including   prorating  those   funds  if 

they  are  insufficient  to  cover  all  expenses;" 

♦..."develop   a   uniform   accounting   system   for  use  by  the 

counties  in  reporting  court  expenses  at  a  detailed  level  for 

budgeting  and  auditing  purposes;" 

♦..."provide  for   annual  auditing  of  district  court  expenses 

to  assure  normal  operations  and  consistency   in  reporting  of 

expenditures."  (section  3-5-902,  MCA) 

In  order  to  appropriately  operate  the  program,  the 
Department  of  Commerce  developed  a  Procedures  Memorandum  on  July 
29,  1985,  which  was  distributed  to  all  District  Court  Judges,  all 
Clerks  of  Court,  all  County  Commissioners  and  all  County  Clerks 
and  Recorders.  Thi.g  document  is  available  from  the  Department 
for  further  definition.  Program  information  may  be  secured  by

The  Department  commends  the  County  Commissioners,  the 
District  Court  Judges,  the  clerks  of  Court  and  the  Clerk  and 
Recorders  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  to  us  during  the 
operation  of  this  program. 


HOW  THE  PROGRAM  WORKS: 

All  State-assumed  costs  are  handled  on  a  reimbursement  basis 
to  county  government  only.  No  direct  payments  to  individuals  or 
lirms  are  made  under  the  program. 

The  State  reimburses  county  governments  only  for  those 
eligible  costs  related  to  criminal  cases  heard  in  District  Court. 
No  costs  incurred  for  youth  court  or  justice  court  operation.s,  or 
tor  cases  other  than  criminal  will  be  reimbursed. 

Because  of  an  unpredictable  demand  and  to  assure  that  at 
least  a  portion  of  all  costs  incurred  over  each  fiscal  year  will 
be  reimbursed,  the  Department  accrues  a  portion  of  the  program 
tundinq  in  reserve.  At  the  start  of  each  fiscal  year,  the 
Department  reimburses  80  percent  of  all  eligible  costs  presented 
for  reimbursement  at  the  time  of  submission.  The  remaining  20 
percent  accrued  reserve  is  recorded,  and  on  the  first  of  June, 
should  sufficient  fund.g  be  available,  the  counties  are  issued 
State  warranto  for  the  20  percent  amount  due  and  claimed  for 
eligible  expenses.  Aftei~  the  set-aside  is  paid  Che  counti»?s  are 
reimbursed  at  100  percent  of  the  eligible  amount. 

In  order  to  make  the  program  manageable  at  the  State  level 
and  to  assure  continuity  in  the  handling  of  payments,  requests 
for  reimbursement  of  eligible  costs  are  processed  by  the 
Department  monthly.  Most  counties  submit  claims  for 
reimbursement  on  either  a  monthly  or  quarterly  basis.  However, 
several  counties  submit  claims  every  six  months.  All  requests 
for  reimbursement  must  be  submitted  on  an  approved  claim  form  and 
must  be  accompanied  by  proper  documentation  of  expenses. 

ELIGIBLE  EXPENSES: 

A  description  of  the  eligible  expenses  covered  under  the 
program  foliowt;: 

Court  Reporters 

The  State  reimburses  a  portion  of  each  court  repoiter's 
salary  m  relation  to  the  number  of  criminal  cases  commenced  in 
the  previou.'3  year.  At  the  County  level,  reporter  salaries  are 
apportioned  among  counties  within  each  judicial  district  every 
January  1 .  This  apportionment  determines  the  share  of  the  court 
reporters'  salary  which  each  county  within  the  judicial  district 
must  pay.  The  percentage  of  a  reporter's  salary  eligible  for 
reimbursement  is  determined  by  the  mix  of  civil  and  criminal 
cases  in  each  judicial  district.  Section  3-5-602(1),  MCA, 
estatali.3hes  the  salary  of  cuurt  reporters  at  "not  less  than 
$16,000  nor  more  than  323,000."  Fringe  benefits  and  travel  costs 
for  court  reporters  are  not  eligible  for  reimbursement  under  this 
program . 


Expenses  for  transcripts  of  criminal  proceedinqs  which  are 
ordered  by  a  county  attorney,  the  attorney  qeneral  or  a  district 
court  judge  are  eligible  for  reimbursement  at  the  rate 
established  by  Section  3-5-604,  MCA.  Payment  of  such  expenses 
are  made  directly  to  the  county  from  w}iich  the  claim  was 
submitted . 

Witness  Fees 

Expense  for  witness  fees  and  related  expenses  for  criminal 
cases  are  eligible  for  reimbursement  by  the  State.  Such 
reimbursement  is  limited  to  the  per  diem  and  mileaae  limits 
prescribed  by  statute.  Section  26-2-501,  MCA,  establishes  the 
fee  for  a  witness  at  $10.00  per  day. 

Psychiatric  Examinations 

The  costs  associated  with  psychiatric  examinations  for 
defendants  who  intend  to  rely  on  mental  disease  or  defect  as  a 
defense  and  for  defendants  whose  "mental  fitness  to  proceed"  is 
questioned,  are  eligible  for  reimbursement  by  the  State.  Those 
costs,  which  in  past  years  have  been  the  responsibility  of  the 
county  are  eligible  for  reimbursement  under  Section  46-14-202, 
MCA. 

Jury  Fees 

Section  3-15-201,  MCA,  provides  tliat  jury  panel  members 
shall  receive  S12.00  per  day  for  attendance  before  any  court  of 
record,  and  a  mileage  allowance,  as  provided  m  Section  2-18-503, 
for  traveling  each  way  between  their  residences  and  the  county 
seat.  Those  jurors  selected  from  the  panel  for  a  case  shall 
receive  an  additional  $13.00  per  day  while  serving. 

Indigent  Defense 

The  costs  associated  with  a  public  defender's  office  or  for 
the  appointment  of  counsel  for  the  defense  of  indigent  defendants 
are  eligible  for  reimbursement  by  the  State.  Such  costs  are 
limited  to  cases  heard  in  District  Courts  for  criminal 
proceedings  only.  Attorney  fees  for  cases  heard  in  youth  or 
justice  courts  will  not  be  reimbursed.  Eligible  costs  may  be 
incurred  through  the  appointment  of  a  public  defender  on  a  case- 
by-case  basis,  by  contractual  agreement,  or  a  combination  of 
both.

DISTRICT  COURT   PROGRAM  AUDIT  -   SUMMARY 


Section  3-5-901(3),  MCA,  provides  that  the  Department  of  Commerce  shall 
"provide  for  annual  auditing  of  district  court  expenses  to  assure  normal 
operations  and  consistency  in  reporting  of  expenditures."  To  fulfill  this 
requirement,  the  Audit  Section  within  the  Local  Government  Services  Bureau 
randomly  selected  Requests  for  Reimbursement  for  Certain  District  Court 
Expenses  (reimbursement  claims)  that  were  submitted  by  Montana  counties, 
except  for  Missoula  County,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  198?.  These 
reimbursement  claims  were  then  audited  through  desk  audits  conducted  in 
Helena. 

The  certified  public  accounting  firm  of  Dobbins,  DeGuire  &  Tucker,  P.C. 
conducted  tests  of  transactions  relative  to  Missoula  County's  District 
Court  reimbursements  received  from  the  State  Department  of  Commerce.  The 
firm's  report  on  the  District  Court  reimbursements  to  Missoula  County  is 
included  following  this  report. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1987,  Montana  counties  submitted  hk9 
reimbursement  claims  for  District  Court  expenses  under  the  District  Court 
Reimbursement  Program.  The  Department  allowed  and  paid  $2,223,201.85  based 
on  these  claims. 


The  Audit  Section  selected  for  audit  76  claims  requesting  reimbursement 
of  a  total  of  $919,546.07  in  District  Court  expenses.  Of  this  amount,  the 
Department  approved  and  paid  a  total  of  $888,863.1*7  to  the  counties.  The 
Department's  audits,  therefore,  covered  16.9$  of  the  reimbursement  claims 
submitted,  which  represents  '49.3$  of  the  total  amount  requested  for 
reimbursement  and  40.0$  of  the  total  amount  approved  and  paid.  Also,  the 
sample  of  reimbursement  claims  selected  for  audit  contained  claims 
representing   27  of  the  56  counties.

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As  shown  above,  based  on  the  sample  of  reimbursement  claims  audited,  the 
Department's  review  process  was  correctly  determining  the  eligiblity  of 
substantially  all  District  Court  costs  claimed.  For  the  claims  selected, 
the  amount  approved  and  paid  by  the  Department  was  within  1.2$  of  the 
amount  found  eligible  per  audit.  A  detailed  report  on  our  findings  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Program  Administrator  for  possible  payment  adjustment  or 
other  action  as  deemed  necessary. 

Our  audits  of  District  Court  reimbursement  requests  also  verified  that,  as 
required  by  Section  3-5-902,  MCA,  the  Department  has  established  procedures 
for  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  payment  of  District  Court  expenses 
listed  in  Section  3-5-901,  MCA,  and  has  developed  a  uniform  accounting 
system  for  use  by  the  counties  in  reporting  District  Court  expenses  at  a 
detailed  level.

Our  examination  vas  made  in  accordance  viLh  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and  the  standards  for  financial  and  compliance  audits  contained  in 
the  Standards  for  Audit  of  Governmental  Organizations.  Programs,  Activities  and 
runctions.  issued  by  the  U.  S.  General  Accounting  Office,  and  accordingly  included 
such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  ve 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

The  management  of  Missoula  County,  Montana  is  responsible  for  the  County's 
compliance  vith  lavs  and  regulations.  In  connection  vith  our  examination  referred 
to  above,  ve  selected  and  tested  transactions  and  records  to  determine  the  County's 
compliance  vith  lavs  and  regulations  noncompliance  vith  vhich  could  have  a 
material  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  County.  Such  tests  included 
transactions  relative  to  the  County's  District  Court  reimbursements  from  the  Montana 
Department  of  Commerce. 

The  results  of  our  tests  indicated  that  for  the  items  tested,  Missoula  County,  Montana 
complied  vith  those  provisions  of  lavs  and  regulations  noncompliance  vith  vhich 
could  have  a  material  effect  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  Nothing 
came  to  our  attention  that  caused  us  to  believe  that  for  the  items  not  tested,  Missoula 
County,  Montana  vas  not  in  compliance  vith  lavs  and  regulations  noncompliance 
vith  vhich  could  have  a  material  effect  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements, 
including  lavs  and  regulations  relative  the  the  County's  District  Court 
reimbursements. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  management  and  the  State  of  Montana 
Department  of  Commerce,  and  should  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.

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DISTRICT  COURT  GRANT-IN-AID  PROGRAM 
HISTORY: 

Senate  Bill  175,  passed  by  the  50th  Legislative  Session 
authorizes  the  Department  of  Commerce  to  make  grants  to  the 
counties  for  District  Court  purposes,  to  the  extent  funds  are 
available  after  expenditures  under  the  District  Court 
Reimbursement  Program  (3-5-901)  have  been  reimbursed.  Available 
funds  are  those  monies  remaining  after  the  reimbursement 
expenditures  have  been  deducted  from  the  total  revenue  received 
from  the  motor  vehicle  fees  for  the  fiscal  year. 

SUMMARY: 

After  all  District  Court  reimbursement  claims  have  been  paid 
to  the  Counties  for  the  fiscal  year  and  funds  are  available  for 
the  grant-in-aid  program;  the  counties  may  apply  for  a  grant  for 
district  court  purposes. 

Counties  may  apply  for  a  grant  by  filing  a  written  request 
on  forms  provided  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  by  July  20th  for 
the  previous  fiscal  year.  A  county  must  certify  that  the 
following  criteria  is  being  met: 

1.  all  expenditures  from  the  district  court  fund  have  been 
lawfully  made; 

2.  no  transfers  from  the  district  court  fund  have  been  or 
will  be  made  to  any  other  fund;  and 

3.  no  expenditures  have  been  made  from  the  district  court 
fund  that  are  not  specifically  authorized  by  7-6-2511 
and  7-6-2351. 

The  Department  of  Commerce  awards  a  grant  if  the  county's 
district  court  expenditures  for  the  previous  fiscal  year  exceeded 
the  sum  of : 

1.  the  product  of  the  maximum  mill  levy  authorized  by  law 
for  district  court  purposes,  whether  or  not  a.ssessed, 
multiplied  by  the  previous  year's  taxable  valuation  of 
the  county;  and 

2.  all  revenues,  except  district  court  grants,  reguired  by 
law  to  be  deposited  in  the  district  court  fund  for  the 
previous  fiscal  year. 

The  Department  of  Commerce  then  notifies  each  eligible 
county  as  soon  as  possible  of  its  intention  to  award  a  grant  to 
that  county  and  the  amount  of  the  award. 

The  grant  received  by  the  county  is  placed  in  the  district 
court  fund .

Letter  of  Transmittal 


The  attached  schedules  sunun^irize  the  findings  resulting  from  audits  or 
other  reviews  of  District  Court  Financial  Assistance  Grant  Requests 
submitted  by  Montana  counties  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1987,  and 
the  resulting  redistributed  grant  awards  for  that  year.  Audits  or  reviews 
of  all  grant  requests  except  that  of  Missoula  County  were  conducted  by  this 
division.  We  did  not  examine  the  District  Court  Financial  Assistance  Grant 
Request  submitted  by  Missoula  County.  That  request  was  examined  by  other 
auditors  whose  report  thereon  has  been  furnished  to  us,  and  upon  which  we 
are  relying. 

Schedule  A  summarizes  for  each  county  and  in  total,  the  excess  allowable 
expenditures  requested  by  the  counties,  the  amount  reimbursed  to  the 
counties  fran  the  District  Court  Reimbursement  Program,  the  amount  eligible 
before  adjustments,  the  adjustments  resulting  from  audits  or  reviews,  and 
the  amount  eligible  after  the  adjustments  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1987. 

Schedule  B  summarizes,  for  each  county  and  it  total,  the  original  grant 
awards,  the  redistributed  grant  awards  (see  following  paragraphs),  and  the 
resulting  amount  due  the  county  or  the  State  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1987. 

The  approved  requests  for  district  court  assistance  grants  from  all 
participating  counties  total  $1,692,^90.^4  (Schedule  A).  However,  the  1987 
appropriation  for  district  court  assistance  was  only  $623,429.17,  or 
36.835/f  of  the  approved  requests.  Therefore,  each  grant  had  to  be  prorated 
on  the  basis  of  this  percentage.  Since  grants  are  required  to  be  reduced 
by  an  equal  percentage  so  that  the  appropriation  is  not  exceeded,  all  grant 
recipients  are  interdependent.  The  sum  of  the  adjustments  found  in  all 
participating  counties  reduced  the  total  amount  originally  requested  from 
$1,692,490.44  to  $1,215,526.11  (Schedule  A),  requiring  a  redistribution 
based  on  a  new  proration  factor  of  51.289$,  rather  than  36.835$  of  the 
originally  approved  requests.

Schedule  B  also  summarizes,  for  each  county,  the  amounts  due  to  the  county 
or  the  State.  Dnder  the  Administrative  Rules  of  Montana,  the  amounts  due 
the  State  are  to  be  refunded  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  within  30  days 
of  receipt  of  the  request  for  repayment.  Any  payment  of  amounts  due 
counties  is  contingent  upon  repayment  of  amounts  due  the  State  by  those 
counties  who  have  received  grant  awards  in  excess  of  those  for  which  they 
were  eligible.  No  county  is  eligible  for  a  district  court  grant  if  it  owes 
the  department  a  refund  of  a  prior  year's  overpayment. 

Also  attached,  in  Appendixes  A  through  AA,  are  the  individual  reports  on 
the  District  Court  Financial  Assistance  Grant  Requests  for  each 
participating  County  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1987-
